But if the 
act were even a bad one, it was petter to 
go on with it, and say caodidly that they 
would rtther pay the forfeit of their own 
teoicrity in having made it, than *'csoi||^ 
to the odious and unjust distinction o r 
giving itiuse who were near to the %caì 
of govtrnment the benefit of it, and cut* 
ting off* ihoso at 5U0 miles distance by 
tn untimely re^al. 
Mr Clay dt«pluy* 
*td in glowing colours the injustice of 
repealing tho laws, and the iuipolicy ol 
that penitriousncst «hich could su}*gcst 
ihe idea of Congress breaking its word 
of promise to the citimants.

He observed,thtt on 
the NIagart irontters, the war had, for 
the purpose of drawing oflT tht entroy 
from the nuriiiiiM pactuf tht union4»eeo 
made to rtgt with peculiar fury—the 
consequtoce of «hich «s«, that every 
house was a gari isoo, tnd every ludi^i- 
dual t soldier. Thus «hile in the inte­ 
rior the people «ere secure, these w^re 
exposed to tho loss of property and life. 
W ho was he thtt would tty, that it was 
not the duty of all the cititene to repair 
their losses -^This was ao uikivtrsaliy 
admitted general prii»ciple. £vory na­ 
tion in every case acted up to tt,or «here 
they did not, f»ited only from want of 
resources. The Emperor of Russia af­ 
ter the war visUed the suffering ptrt of 
his empire, to repair their iostea. The 
Uritish government healed the wounds 
of ihe Canadians by benevolence. The 
L«gislature of New*York voted 30,000 
dollars for the relief of Aie sufferers in 
that State,and he hoped that House would 
not deserve the cold'hearied character 
assigned them by a certain State Legis- 
luiure, by repealing their own act of be­ 
nevolence., He then ridiculed with some 
asperity the idea of leaving the claimants 
to such redress, t»y petitions to that 
House. 'I'hey mif;lit petition tnd might 
go unredressed—he said, for he htd wit* 
nessed petition upon petition rejected by 
the committee of claims, tnd «hen the 
unfavorable reports ctm t btfore the 
House, found no one to intke tn obser- 
vatioD upon them. Not • tolittry Aye 
or No cvor « tt uitcrtd on tho lubjcct.
